A WAY TO PEACE 

If, as he has said, Premi

The committee, it is reported, will not present 
Ethiopia with : certificate of good conduct in 
keeping its obligations to the League. Its de- 
faults in that respect are patent, and this is the 
one valid item in Italy's list of complaints. 

Wherefore, the committee is drafting a plan 
for the peaceful policing of the country, the 
definite marking of its boundaries, and for such 
outside supervision and advice as wil] bring it 
into conformity with these obligations while 
respecting its integrity and the position of the 
Emperor. 

Should this peaceful solution of the issue be 
accepted, Mussolini might rightfully claim 
credit for having stirred the League to action 
and broken the era of barbarism in a “back- 
ward" country. Should he refuse, it will be 
idje to pretend that the civilization of Abyssinia 
is the purpose he has in view. Conquest, and 
nothing but conquest, would in that case be the 
object of the projected war.

Perhaps before we get matters adjusted to 
the speed of machine production both will be 
shortened. One or other will certainly have to 
be. 

A strong argument for shortening the work- 
ing life-time as a first step in the readjusting 
process is that a man over sixty is usually 
unable to stand the pace, and in point of fact 
has a very poor chance now of getting steady 
employment. But these older men and their 
wives have to live, and must be supported by 
the state if they cannot get work. The problem 
of how to provide for them can be solved by 
making the retirement age earlier, and raising 
the allowance to a living level. 

And thus taking them off the labor market 
would give better opportunity for younger men. 
Approval by the Congress brings a powerful 
measure of support to the proposal. It is en- 
tirely possible that before the next parliament 
has run its course sixty will have been estab- 
lished as the age at which men—and women— 
may retire on a competence sufficient for a 
decent and comfortable living.

He urged 
mothers to hold their sons at home at all costs 
and urged conscripts to accept jail rather than 
death in the African wilds. Tripoli is a health 
resort compared to the fever and drought of 
Ethiopia 

Power changes men of ambition. 

One of the American radical papers has a 
cartoon of Mussolini as a soldier seizing a strug- 
gling African woman, whom he seeks to em- 
brace. To her wild struggles he says, “But, 
dear, I only want to civilize you!” 


Gustav Steinhauer, the ex-Kaiser’s master 
spy, who was a high official of the Berlin police 
force when not acting as bodyguard for the 
Kaiser on the Imperial yacht or engaged in con- 
fidential missions for his master, in an interest- 
ing appendix to the story of his life, gives his 
English translator, Felstead, an intimate picture 
of Wilhelm II. Steinhauer had continuous con- 
tacts with the ex-Kaiser from the time of his 
succession till his flight from Germany. 

Regretting that Wilhelm II was not a peace 
monarch as his father was, but erguing that he 
must not be reproached for this, because he was 
the product of his upbringing and environment, 
Steinhauer says: 

“For over 20 years I was by his side at 
all sorts of military manoeuvres where I 
could not help noticing the difference be- 
tween him and other European monarchs. 
I have seen him in company with the Tsar 
of Russia, the King of England, the King 
of Sweden, the King of the Belgians, the 
Sultan of Turkey and many others. But I 
have never seen in one of them the wild, 
almost fanatical, interest in war that showed 
itself all too plainly in the Kaiser's face.”

Mr. J. S. Woodsworth must often ponder on 
Bernard Shaw's epigram, “Socialism would be 
all right if it wasn’t for the Socialists.”

Hitler 
is a Socialist and his Nazi party gets its name 
from National Socialism. We can’t point with 
pride to either Italy or Germany as examples 
of Socialism in action. Instead of greater liberty 
for the individual under Socialism in Italy and 
Germany, the individual has less than under 
monarchies. And if the answer be that in Italy 
and Germany the Socialist leaders used their 
positions to make themselves dictators, then the 
liability towards dictatorship is one of the clear 
perils of Socialism.

A Day in Canadian History 

On this date in 1535, 400 years 
ago, Jacques Cartier left Stada- 
cona (afterwards Quebec) for the 


upper part of the great river 
which he had discovered. For 
some unknown reason the In- 


dians, while hospitable and will- 
ing to aid the white visitors with 
food and knowledge about their 
own country, objected strongly to 
the Frenchman going further up 
the river. Not knowing what he 
had to face and not desiring to 
risk his whole fleet, Cartier took 
only his smallest ship, I'Heme- 
rillon (40 tons), leaving the other 
two behind. There were 50 in the 
company on this first voyage in- 
to “western” Canada. 
Progress was slow 
long days to reach the islands in 


which later became Lake St 
Peter, but Cartier and his com- 
panions were much impressed 
with the country on either side 
of the river, which he described 
as “being level as a pond and 


covered with the most magnificent 


trees in the world.” Failing to 
discover the main channel and

cided to leave the schooner and 
take to the two longboats.

Hon. C. P. Fullerton, K.C., Chair- 
mer of the Trustees, Canadian 
National Railways, who is on a 
visit to Europe, in an exclusive 
interview with a representative 
of “Canada's Weekly,” the only 
journal of Anglo-Canadian trade 
published in London and sént to 
members today (Friday). 

“There has been a gratifying 
increas? in Canadian railway 
traffic in the past two months, 
and it is my belief that the rail- 
way system of the Dominion will 
be fully required by future eco- 
developments, with the

of line which the policy of co- 


| operation between the two main 


systems has enabled their man- 
agement to class as redundant,” 
said Mr. Fullerton. “This process 
of co-operation will be carried 
further.

HOW TO MAKE ROSE JAR 

First of all select with great care 
the right kind of a vase or jar, one 
that can be closed easily. Then 
prepare its contents. Just as 
roses in your garden are about to 
fall, gather them while the dew is | 
still upon them. Spread the soft} 
petals on a piece of newspaper and 
let them dry in the sun for seven) 
or eight days. Gather 10 lots in 
this way as the roses come into 
bloom, but do not mix thym until 
they are all dry. 

Then put them «!l together and | 
pack them into your jar or vase, 
alternating a layer of petals with a 
jayer of salt. The layer of salt 
should be very thin—a mere 
sprinkling. The jar or vase is cork- 
ed up and left for three weeks, 
then reopened and the petals taken 
out, Sprinkle them with various 
spices—dried orris root, all-spice, 
lavender leaves, cinnamon and nut- 
meg, ground—put them, petals and 
all, back into the jar, and cork it 
up for six weeks. After that time 
it is ready for use.
